The leader was lowly but great, 
a lover of liberty, a statesman who 
bad reached a high moral plane. 


The early history of t.he party in the 
war for the union is a familar book. 
The cords that held the nation were 
well-nigh snapped then, but by the re­ 
moval of thousands from the north to 
thesouthand ot her thousands from t he 
south to the north, the cords have been 
strengthened. 
All these mingle their 
love for the nation and their adopted 
! homes.

The republican party was born for 
| a purpose and that purpose was ac- 
j eomplished so far as the liberating of 
| the slaves waseoneerned when the war 
closed 
Now it Has another mission. 
“ As 1 saw the great factories that 
j line the banks of the river here,’’ said 
¡he, “ I wondered how anyone could 
I have any doubts as to the best policy 
I for the count ry. Today the country is 
! prosperous. We have different idealsof 
! government. These ideals arecontroll- 
ed by our surroundings. 
Wealth de­ 
mands laws that will protect property 
rights: labor demands laws that will 
tend to shorter hours and higher wages 
the agricultural class demands con­ 
servative laws in l>oth directions. 


“ All wealth is produced irom the 
soil by the work of the miner or farm­ 
er or is fashioned by the mechanic 
from the products of the soil. 
The 
business policy of the nation must be 
one that will be best for these two 
great classes of 
producers. 
What 
party has surrounded these with the 
best conditions? 
In ’95, ’9»! and ’97 
you saw the hardest times the nation 
has ever seen. The democratic party 
had enacted a law by which the pro 
ducts of Europe could be sold here for 
less than we could make them. 
I saw ( 
5,500 men walk out of the glass factory 
in my district and seek for work along 
the Mississippi, many of them taking 
up gardening and farming and thus 
going into competion with the farmer. 
1 traveled east and saw the tires out 
in the furnaces of Pennsylvania. Men 
crowded the soup houses. 


■ In 1896 the republican party, true 
to its traditions, demanded a better 
policy and sound money.

by thousands helped to break down 
the twin heresies of free trade and 
free silver and bury them in a com 
mon grave.

Capital has con­ 
solidated and it must consolidate to 
push the great enterprises that are in 
every way legitimate. 
Organized wealth has come to stay 
But this organized wealth must work 
band in hand with labor. 
More than 
this, the great corporations must be 
regulated. Exhorbitant railroad rates 
must enhance prices to the consumer 
and reduce prices to the producer.

1 door of the safe, the combination des­ 
troyed and the door opened. 
It is

hole that a conni bination reamer and 
drill was used.

Thirty cents were taken out of the 
office money drawer, and this is ail 
that is missing.

It is believed that it was the work of 
expert safe crackers as they certainly 
understood the mechanism of a com­ 
bination lock.
